YOUR PART IN CONSERVATION 


Michigan today is a different land 
than it was 50 years ago. Fields of 
golden grain wave where the wolver- 
ine once made his home; the log hut 
has been_replaced by the modern 
home; ‘automobile trails. wind through 
the country that was once the home 
of bear, deer and wolf, and modern 
cities dot the territory that was then 
covered with heavy forests.
